The first real test of American Red Cross’ ability to meet its 
Military Service responsibilities carne in the First World War, which 
began in Europe in 1914, and the United States becoming involved 


in 1917. 


By the time that War ended the American Red Cross Nurse was 


the “Rose Of No Man’s Land”, fabled in song and story. But, more 
importantly, the American Red Cross and their volunteers overseas 
and at home, had proved to all the world that Americans were 
unequalled in their generous response to people in trouble. not 
only with material help, but with dedicated human volunteers! 

In the years following the first World War, American Red Cross 
began to dedicate much of its activity to the Congressional charge 
to “mitigate the sufferings of pecple from disasters, and to set up 
and carry out measures to prevent such sufferings.” 

Out of these activities came training procedures for life saving 
in First Aid and Water Safety, and, research in depth te expand the 
use of life saving bioud in accident and general surgery. 

By the mid thirties the American Red Cross Blood Research 
activities had developed practical, safe procedures for drawing, 
storing and distributing life saving whole blood from individual 
doners to hospital operating rooms. The Red Cross Blood Program 
was on its way! 

By the late thirties the mobile Bloodmobile, virtually as we 
know it today. began to operate and American Red Cross began

This was the wrong year to 
remove any rocks from the dam 
holding back the waters of 
Higgins Lake. But, the primary 
reason the lake is low and the 
rivers in northern Michigan are 
low this year is because we are 
6.89 inches short of normal 
rainfall since April 1st. Higgins 
Lake has a water shed of 
approximately 72 square miles. 
Take away normafly 7 inches of 
water from the watershed and it 
is going to have an affect upon 
the water level. Of course all of 
the water that falls on the water- 
shed duesiv’t reach the lake but 
take away one fourth of normal 
rainfali and it turts. 

I just bring out these facts to 
help answer the question raised 
in last weeks issue of the 
Roscommon Herald News. The 

tS Slimlar to 1506 
when | moved over from Lake 
City. People were concerned at 
that time the inland lakes as 
well as the great lakee were 
going to dry up. We depend 
upon rainfall to charge the 
ground water. The ground water 
enters the lakes as “springs”. 

A proper dam would have 
helped maintain the water level, 
but it couldn't have held back 
water that didn’t fall as rain.

Why, then, have debates at all? The 
answer, | suppose, is that it is the right 
thing to do. It's good for democracy.

The incumbents didn’t want them, so they 


weren't held. This year, Mr. Ford, as the 
incumbent, felt he was behind Mr. Carter — 
and he was — so he not only agreed to the 
debates, but in effect challenged Mr. Carter 
to meet him on the podium, and Mr. Carter, 
was oniy too anxious to accommodate him. 


There’s only. one real teason for the 
debates: Each candidate thinks he can 
profit from them politically. That's why they 
weren't held in 1968 and 1972; that's why 
they're being held now. 

And despite the high-sounding phrases, 
political profit will be the only reason they 
will be held | in the future. If Mr. Carter is the

It would be the first man who looks the 
American peopie in the eye, through the TV 
lens, and tas the guts to tell them: ‘I don’t 
know’.” 

The Kilpatrick criticisms have some 
merit. Arrangements for the debates took 
some juvenile turns ... like when Barry 
Jagoda, a television advisor for Mr. Carter, 
demanded at one point that there be a 
four-inch denression in the floor behind Mr. 
Ford's lectern so that Mr. Ford, at 6-2, 
would appear no taller than Mr. Carter, at 
5-10. Fortunately the demand got nowhere 
— except into print. 

The League of Women Voters, which for 
some obscure reason has assumed the role 
as referee and arbiter, takes up its assign- 
ment with two-handed vigor — one hand 
heavy, and the other high. The League has 
been acting with all the finesse of the NCAA 
and Big Ten investigating recruiting viota- 
tions at Michigan State University. Of 
course, someone has to do it, | suppose, so 
why not the League of Women Voters? 

The fourth debate between the 
presidential candidates likely will top all the 
others for vim and verve. Sen. Robert Dole 
and Sen. Walter Mondale are not limited by 
the mantle of reserved statesmanship, 
which the quest for the nation’s top office 
bestows upon presidential candidates. At 
least, restraint has not been conspicuous so 
far in the vice presidential jousting; of 
course, neither Mr. Dole nor Mr. Mondale 
has nearly as much to lose as their superior 
candidates. Maybe that’s why they’re freer 
and more colorful on the stump. 

The purpose of the Dole-Monagalé debate 
mystifies me. How many voters will the vice 
presidential debate inform? How many will 
it persuade? “Few, if any” would be an 
appropriate answer to either question. But 
then, that’s also true of the Ford-Carter 
debates, in all likelinocd.

Shawnee Indian towns in 
what is now Ohio felt the 
sting of a retaliatory expe- 
dition thai George Rogers 
Clark led northward in Au- 
gust of 1780 after a British- 
Indian force from Detroit had 
attacked Ruddie’s and Mar- 
tin’s stations in Kentucny. 

Glark’s army, which found 
Its first target, Old Chilli- 
cothe, abandoned and burn- 
ing, destroyed the Indians’ 
craps In nearby fields and 
moved on to Piqua, setting 
the stage for the climactic 
battle of the campaign. 

For other than Ohioans it 
may be a bit perplexing that 
Indian 


mad 
mecern 


towns are not the 
cities of Chillicothe and Pi- 
qua. The Shawnees’ Chilli- 
cothe in 1786 was al present- 
day Oldtown, just north of 
Xenia. Piqua, marked now by 
a statue and park in memory 
of Ciark, was fot near 
today’s Ohio city of Piqua — 
despite what members of a 
large automobile club find in 
their usually reliable tour 
guide book. it was a few 
miles west of Springfield. 
Generally competent his- 
torians have also had prob- 
lems locating the Shawnee 
village of Piqua. James 
Alton James, professor of 
history at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, says in “The Life of 
George Rogers Cfark” that it 
was “on the Big Miami.” 
Theodore Roosevelt, in “The 
Winning of the West,” plac- 
es it “on the banks of the 
Little Miami." Actually, it 
was on the Mac River. 
Among the one thousand 
members of Clark's force 
that moved north from the 
Kentucky settlements toward 
the Indian iowns were fron- 
Boone, 


Simon Kenton and James 
Harrod, Fighting alonaside 


the Shawnees | in the defense 
of Piqua was Simon Girty, 
whose role in raids against 
the settlements made him 
one of the most feared and 
hated Loyalists. 


Clark was at Kaskaskia on 
the Mississinni River when 


‘rumors reached him of a 


British plan to send an expe- 
dition southward from De- 
troit under Colonel Henry 
Bird. Clark stopped first at 
Fort Jefferson, which he had 
erected earlier in 1780 just 
below the mouth of the Ohio 
River at what is now Wick- 
liffe, Ky. Then he and two 
companions, disguised as 
Indians, set out for the 
Kentucky settlement of Har- 
rodsburg, narrowly averting 
capture by Indians on the 
way. 

At Harrodsburg, Clark 
learned of the assaults on 
the tiny frontier posts of 
Ruddle’s Station and Mar- 
tin's Station, and he began 
to organize a force to retaii- 
ate. His first step was to 
order the jand office closed 
until he should return from 
his campaign. Then he re- 
cruited volunteers from the 
men who were waiting for a 
chance to get an assignment 
of land. Others enlisted the 
help of men at neighboring 
settlements while Clark went 
to Fort Nelson at the falls of 
the Ohio to lead his regiment

of reguiars back to the 
mouth of the Licking River 
for an August 1 rendezvous. 

After the supplies were 
portioned out — each man 
receiving a pound and a half 
of meal, nine quarts of 
parched corn and a little 
buffalo meat — the army 
was ferried across the Ohio 
River to the spot where 
Cincinnati now stands. On 
the following day the troops 
started thelr 70-mile, four- 
day march ta Old Chilli- 
cothe. 

The Shawnees, however, 
had learned of Clark's move 
and had fled from the village 
after setting it afire. When 


a fram ainen aveiy 
the fronmtiersmen arrived in 


the afternoon of August &, 
the town was still smolder- 
ing. Before moving on to- 
ward Piqua the next day, the 
troops destroyed the Indians’ 
corn in nearby fietds. 

Piqua, which was reachod 
by Clark's force on the mor- 
ning of August 8, was laid 
out in the manner of a 
French village and had, in 
addition to a number of log 
cabins, a blockhouse. While 
the Indians with the assis- 
tance of Girty and his bro- 
ther prepared to defend, 
Clark initiated his attack. 
Colonel Benjamin Logan, 
second in command on the 
expedition, was ordered to 
cross the river above the 
village with half of the troops 
and prevent escape of the 
Indians in that direction. 
Clark led a unit across and 
headed directly toward the 
town. Indians, hidden in 
woods, opened fire and the 
fighting continued as Clark 
and his men steadily advanc- 
ed toward the Shawnee 
stronghoid. 

With the Indians protected 
by wails of the structures in 
the town, Clark brought into 
action a small cannon which 
had been carried on a pack 
horse. A few shots from it 
dislodged the last of the 
Shawnees, but when the 
Americans moved into the 
village they found that most 


nf tha braves had aiveadu 


of the bs he 
slipped away under cover of 
the firing. of the few who 
remained. 


find a place to ford the river, 
and by the time his troops 
finally made it across the 
action had ended. They ar- 
rived just in time to see the 
last of the Indians retreat. 

At one point in the battle a 
man came running toward 
Clark’s troops from the In- 
dian lines, shouting to the 
Americans not to shoot him 
because he was a white man. 
He was, however, mortally 
wounded, though it is not 
known from which side the 
shot came. The man, Joseph 
was a cousin of 
Clark who had been captured 
by the Indians two years 
earlier. Clark reached his 
kin’s side just a short time 
before he died. 

Before returning to Ken- 
tucky, the Americans des- 
troyed the village and the 
Shawnees’ crops. The cam- 
paign was credited with 
sparing frontier settlements 
from major Indian raids for 
the rest of the year.
